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I, EDWARD J. GOETZL, do declare and say as follows: 

1 . I am an inventor of the above-identified patent application. 

2. I am familiar with claims 1-11 and 21-31 under examination in the above- 
identified patent application. 

3. I am a co-author of the following paper: Songzhu An, Thieu Bleu, Olivia G.
